Vtni section of Big Four train No. 
4S, drawn by Engine 935, Sam Philliim 
engineer, and Conductor Tyner pulled 
ont of the Illinois Central passenger 
station at Twelfth street at (5:10 p. m., 
having a train consisting of mail, two 
baggagecars, smolKT, two day coat;he.s. 
two Pullman sletpcrs and a "deadhead" 
coach in the rear. This tr;iin was im- 
mediately followed by its second sec- 
tion drawn by Engine Engineer 
Charley Ames, Conduot^ir Tom Eden, 
and followed them closely all the way 
down to the pcene of the catastrophe. 
The train register at Chira^o bears a 
notice to all iiusat'ngtT trainmen that 
there is no water at Kankakeo station, 
hence it Ix-came necessary for Engine 
mri to stop ut the watertank just SOUth 
of Manteno to take a supply. 

To this stop is attributed the calami- 
ty of the night. As the first section 
hauled up at tlie watertank Conductor 
Tynor immediatoly sent his rear brake- 
man with a red light to tlag the second 
section, knowing that they were follow- 
ing him closely, but before the flagman 
hatl got back 100 yards the second sec- 
tion could be plainly heard rapidly ap- 
proaching, tliough hidden behind a 
curve in the track where u signal could 
not be sceiu ■ An instant later they 
dashed rapidly into view and seeing the 
frantic signal.s of the tla^man from the 
first section. Engineer Ames reversed 
bis engine and applied the air brake. 

Owing to the high speed at which 
the second section was running this did 
not seem materially to check their 
speed, and an instant later, with a' 
fearful crash. Engine 980, with » force 
no power could resist, redaoed the rear 
oar to a shapeless mass of splintered 
timbers and twisted iron. The wreek 
of the rear car was thrown high in the 
air, falling back nnon the engine. 
The terrible impact forced the forward 
sleeper into the rear end of the day 
coa<m just ahead. This ooach was 
filled with sleeping passengers, and the 
scene which enMaA WM one ol i^moat 
infinite horror. 

The engine plowed its way literally 
througu the bodies of sleeping men and 
women. Blood besmMNd the iron and 
wood of the shattered ean and in the 
darkness the awful screams of the in- 
Jnred and dying mingled with the hiss 
of the steam trom the torn and twisted 
boiler. The passengers in the rear 
train escaped with nothing more than 
a severe shaking up. Many of them 
drtsaad and harried forward to assist 
inthaworkof resonisfthe nnfortnn- 
atei who wwa itiU puiioned in tnc 

'ftsveral physicians were on the cars 
and they passed ^mong the wonnded 
allariating with tne few resources at 
their command the suffering of the 
wonnded. Sheets and tablecloths were 
torn into bandages and wounds skillful- 
ly dressed while brave and kindly 
women ministered to their wants with 
oofFee hastily nrepared and with oupe 
of water. 

The crash of the collision was plain- 
ly beard in Manteno and in a few min- 
, utes the residents of that village were 
upon the scene in force. Houses near 
the spot were hastily thrown open and 
each became an improvised hospital. 
Looal sttrgeons from this oitv were 
hastily stnnmoned and several of them, 
together ^th other residents of Kan- 
kakee hastened to Manteno. The ar- 
rivals were timely aqd their eflforts 
much appreciated by the terror-strick- 
en passengers, many of whom, other- 
wise uninjured, were suffering from 
the suddenness of the slfock and going 
|t wringing their hitoda MA crying

down by the broken timbers and twist- 
efl iron works of the shattered cars 
were pitiable, and the work of getting 
them, out was attended with tba ntmost 
difiMatjr, so thoroughly had the engine 
dom* iH -frork of destruotion.

Owi.NGsviLLE, Ky., Sept. 20.-^Many 
of the inhabitants of the prosperous 
town of OwingsviQe are homelees. A 
fire broke out in the livery stable of 
Peed & Hazelrig, on Henry street. 

The building with all its contents, 15 
or 20 horses and a large lot of feed of 
all kinds, was soon consumed. 

Next was the OwingsviQe Opinion 
ofBce, an entire loes with no insurance. 
Then the saddle and harness shop of J. 
W. Hutchison, and the dental dBoa of 
Dr. W. C. Nesbitt 

The wind was blowing a gale from 
the southwest and the fire next caught 
the blacksmith shop of W. W. Pierce 
the coalyard of Peed & Hazolrigg. the 
lumberyard of H. C Sherman & Com 
pMiy, then 10 or 12 houses on Water 
street ooonpiad by negroes, inolodiog 
the FarrofT nwl. 

The fire then.leaped to thenewllO, 

000 Christiao church on Main stifeet, 
then to L. B. Slesser's dry goods store, 
J. A. Bslmsey's hardware place, Conner 
A Kimbrongh's two vacant stovarooms, 
J. T. Kimbrough's drug store. J. M. 
Richard's dry goods storeT Goodpaster's 
bank building. R. 8. Estill's drug store, 
and the grocery and saloon of £d Bai- 
ley, the two latter belonging to Dr. C. 
W. Honaker. 

These buildings are all west of the 
Christian church. The fire then going 
east, burned the dry goods store of L 
Josselson, the millinery of Mrs. Lucy 
Hampton, the dry goods store of James 
GeUoa MO, the furniture store of C. H. 
Hood. aaSthe end is not yet, as the fire 
is still raging, and th^re is no water 
and no orcrauization to fight it with. 

Hundreds of willing hands were com- 
pelled to stand idly by and see valuable 
property go up in smoke. It is impos- 
sible to state the loss on what has al- 
ready burned, but it fully fl60,()0(). 
There is some insurance, not enough to 
cover half the loes. 

Ko one has any knowledge of ^low 
the fire orl|rinated. Those who are 
least able to Mar the loss have no insur- 
ance. This is the third great fire that 
has visited Owingsville in recent vears, 
bat fhia la the poet dsstrnott va of all.

Washington, Ind., Sept. 20.— A hor- 
rible murder was committed 10 miles 
southcant of this city. Denson Wrat- 
ten, his wife, mother and two children 
were brutally murdered in eoldliiood 
by an unknown assassin. 

Denson \7^ttan was a farmer in 
good drcnmstances, and with bia.wifs, 
three children and his mother lived on 
iafarm 10 miles southeast of this city. 
' Yesterday mornini? a neighbor, 
James E. Stone, called at the Wratten 
residence about 7 o'clock and found the 
door open at the rear of the house and 
the wife of Mr. Wratt«n lying dead in 
a ])o.)l of Vjlood near the door. 

On entering the house be found Mr. 
Wratten in be^i dead, with a horrible 
gash in the forehead. 

The children were all lying in a big 
bed in the same room. Great gashes 
were found in the forehead of two, and 
the back of the head of the other. Two 
were de-id and one of tho children, aged 
12. ia still living, but unctmscioua. 

The niothf-r of Mr. Wratten hadb«'en 
sleeping in an adjoining room. In this 
room waa a spectacle that made the 
blood run cold, The old lady was found 
lying on the lloor, her head hacked to 
pieces, and tne right hand entirely 
severed from the arm. while the left 
arm was cut nearly off in two or three 
pieces. 

It was the most horrible and revolt 
ing massacre imaginable. The instru- 
ment u«ed muist have been a hatchet, 
from the size of the wounds inflicted. 
Not the slightest clew can be obtained 
as to wiio the psrpatratora o< tho lerri- 
kle crime are. 

A large poeso of citizens was organ- 
ized, and the country for miles around 
is being scoured. 

Mr. Wratten's mother had drawn a 
pension for a number of years, and has 
recently drawn from the bank some 
money, and it is thought that the mur 
derers were bent on robbery and were 
caught in the net. 

old Mrs. Wratten had evidently 
fought a terrible battle for her life an 1 
the wife was attempting to escape, hh 
she was found near an open door in lui 
adjoining room to the one where she 
slept, bloodhounds were brought here 
from Seymour and put on the trail. 

There is some hope of Ethel, aged 12 
years, living, and if she survives she 
may be atia to gtrv sobm daw to the 
crime. 

Mr. Wratten was in bed sick with a 
fever at the time of his death. The 
house wherein this tragedy was enacted 
is a story and a half tog, with a frame 
L, and is about one-liidf odla from any 
other residence.

them with the duty of legislating in 
their behalf.

Washinoton, Sept. 20.— The weekly 
crop report of the weather bureau con- 
tains the following: Except in the 
northwestern border of the states, but 
little rain fell during the week to the 
weet of the Mississippi, and as during 
the previous wosk uart are extensiva 
araaa ovsr wbloh thera haa bean aorain 
whatorer. 

In the Ohto raUey and Atlantic coast 
stotes rains of the preceding week have 
greatly improved pastures, and have 
put the ground in good condition for 
fall ptowing, which ia progressing rap- 
idly in the states named, fall seeding 
beuiK abont completed in New Jersey 
and Kew York. In northern Wiscon- 
sin, Missouri, Arkansas and Nebraska 
but littla fall plowing has vet bean 
done owing to tne dry and baked con- 
dition of the ground, and seeding is de- 
layed in oonseonenca. 

Maryland— Honse tobacco slightly in- 
jured by warm weather early In week; 
pastures and TSgetobles greatly im- 
proved; con outting haa progreasad 
rapidly. 

Virginia— Tobacco and fodder waa 
damaged by continued heavy rains; 
paatnrea improved. 

North Carolina— Heavy rains injured 
crops and pravanted farm work; tobacco 
taUng second growth; weather since 
Thursday good; a week of sunshine will 
greatiy ikaprove outiook. 

South Carolina— No improvement in 
crope; cotton is rotting, bolls opening 
prematurely, paddngprogressing slow- 
ly; com, on lowlands damaged bv fresh- 
ets, and in uplands by continuea rains; 
turnips dying; pea vines, hay and . rice 

Sor; rice is sprouting in the stock; po- 
toes beginning to rot 
Florida— Warmer sunny dajrs, fol- 
lowing the heavy rains, braeflted crops 
generally, and especially cotton. 

Alabama— Bains first part or the 
week very injurious; cotton beaning 
out. causing sprouting in the bales, thia 
continues favorable for all other cropo 
and gardens. 

Mississippi— Warm days and coal 
nights, favorable to cotton, but does 
not effect laat week's rain and continued 
ravages of worms; picking uninter- 
rupted, corn mostly gathered; ordin- 
ary crops, turnips, peas and potatoes 
good; pastures improved. 

Louisiana — Hot, dry, sunshiny week 
favorable to cane, which has improved, 
showing but little damage of lato 
storm; rice harvesting continues: corn 
and cotton being gathered rapidly: cot- 
ton^will be short, and picking generally 
completed bv Nov. 1. Drouth conibl> 
ues in northweet, where all oropo, 
conditions and pastnrage are nntetror- 
able. 

Texas— Drottth severe, except over 
the east coast; cotton is opening and 
being rapidly picked, that planted lato 
is opening prematurely; no chance for 
top crop in many parts of stoto, as tha 
plant iu dying; the yield is as weak as 
generally reported and ia abontona- 
third of a bale. 

Arkansas— Exceedingly hot weather 
has interfered with cotton picking, and 
together with the drouth has prevented 
fall plowing and been injurious to all 
growing crops except cotton, which ia 
too far advanced to be benefitted by 
rain ; cotton opening rapidly and pick- 
ing becoming general ; crop will be 
much short of an average. 

Tennessee— Tobacco good in north- 
eaat; in middle and north it u making 
new growth: crop will be good if not 
injured by early frost ; rains damaged 
some cotton: Irish potatoes, turnips and 
pastures improving. 

Kentucky— Badly distributed rains 
first part of the week of great benefit to 
lato totMtcoo, pastures and gardens; out- 
ting of com aad fall plowing progress- 
ing. 

Mibpouri— Littie plowing or seeding 
done yet; corn practically safe from 
frost, but maturing too rapiiUy. 

Ulinois— Rainfall badly distributed; 
frost in Jo Davies and Dupage countisa 
on the Ibth inat.; com generally safe 
from frost and is maturing rapidly, 
much being cut: plowing and seeding 
progressing in the sonthern portion, 
elsewhere re arded: rain badly needed. 

Indiana— E.xcessive ir.nis and high 
temperature caused pasturage to re- , 
over and put the fields in good condi- 
tion for plowing and wheat seeding, 
which ia progressing rapidly; much 
com is in shock: the rest nearly safe 
from heavy frost. 

West Virginia— Weather beneficial to 
pastures, meudowa and sown wheat; 
com doing u.iich l>etter; tobaooo grow- 
ing nicely, some cut; cattle imprOTing; 
sheep in exc Ueut condition. 

Ohio— IxaiiKs started vegetation and 
advanced fall plowing; seeding over in 
many counties and others still retarded 
by drouth; com catting well advanced; 
bbokwheat, tumipa aad millet im- 
pfovad; ^rly sown wheat coming up.

(Joi.i Miu s, Ind., Sept. 20.— The oil 
house of tho Consolidated Tank Line 
-company of Cincinnati caught fire here 
and was soon surrounded with flames 
that could not be controlled. Three 
terrific explosions occurred before the 
fire department could reach the scene.

The seventy-third sesfiiort of the Ken- 
tucky Annual Conference of the Metho- 
diot Chun li.Soutli, convened in this city 
last Wcilncoilay at 0 a. m. and closed at 
noon vesterdiiy. The K*tbering brought 
considerably over 200 BtranRem here, and 
in hifl clofiing remarks Bishop Galloway 
said that for the eight years he had been 
in office he never knew a conference to 
receive as hearty welcome and royal 
entertainment as tnia conference rMtlY*d 
from the people of Maysville. 

During the H^'ssion all denominational 
lines were forcotten and oar citisens 
were all Methottli white tb* «MiiM«nM 
was with as. 

The session just dosed was instructive, 

Sleasant and harmonious, and will, no 
oubt, greatly benefit the local ohweh 
as well as the church at large. 

Bishop 0. B. Galloway will carry with 
him wherever he mav oe called or sent 
the goodwill and afleetloii of all who 
met. saw or heard him. 

The local officers and members of the 
M. E. Charoh, South, and their itastor, 
Bev. 0. J. Nncent, were untiring in the 
diacharge of their very onerous duties in 
receivins and providlns for the visitors 
and looldng to their oomfert and pleasure 
while here. 

A great d^ of routine boilneM waa 
transacted in the closing hours of the 
session, but itwss easy to see that the 
delegates and audience were anxious to 
reach the final business called up by 
Disciplinary question 36, "Where are 
the preachers stationed this year?" 

Until the bishop reads out the appoint- 
ments all arc in deepest doubt where 
they may be sent, hence the anxiety to 
hear the list read out. 

Bishop Galloway thinks that the 
Methodist plan of stationing preachers is 
the best that has ever been aevised, and 
gives the Riaattit Rood to tha graatest 
number.

This was not the year for the quadren- 
nial change of pastors and the appoint- 
ments, therefore, do not show much 
change from last year. 

O. J.Nugent, of thi- < iiv, was sent 
to Harrodsburg, and Rev. T. W. Watts, of 
Winchester, was sent here. Bev. Watts 
Is a young man about thirty-five years of 
age and unmarried, though rumor savs 
ha maarnbt remain a bachelor 1^. 
his Meh connected with the Southwest 
Missouri Conference, and at one time was 
located in Kansas City. He is a native 
Kentuckian, born in Clark County and is 
a recent graduate and a teacher in the 
Kentucky Wesleyan College at Winches- 
ter. He preachgd at the First Baptist 
Church la.st Sunday morning and the 
sermon lia.s been pronouncea by schol- 
arly ju(lj;ment to l)e one of the ablest 
ever (ioliveri'd in Maysville. 

Rev. C. J. NuKent will rarry with him 
to bis now bonie at Ilarrodsburfj the rc- 
ardaniifsteeinof all who knew him while 
leri". and wo cordially recommend him
